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Eurya boninensis Koidz., E. japonica Thunb., E. palauensis Hosokawa and E. nitida Korth. have 
been generally separated by the characteristics of the leaf-teeth and the length of style. These characters 
are unsuitable and insufficient to use for separation of the species. It is adequate that they are treated as 
the subspecies under the name of E. japonica Thunb. as follows: E. japonica subsp. japonica ; subsp. 
palauensis var. palauensis; subsp .palauensis var. boninensis and subsp. nitida. Subsp .palauensis shows a 
combined form between subsp. japonica and subsp. nitida

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In Eurya boninensis the style is stout and short, 
the leaves have teeth on nearly throughout the mar¬ 
gin. These characters are the same with the plant in 
Micronesia which has been treated as E. palauensis 
or E. nitida. The micronesian plant differs from E. 
nitida in Malaysia to China by the short and stout 
style. Eurya nitida is continuous to E. japonica by 
the plants in Micronesia and Bonin Islands having 
the intermediate forms between them. It is adequate 
that they are treated as the same species, and distin¬ 
guished as follows.
